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PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

Peace in South Africa is much to be 
deisired; but peace that will only mean 
the opportunity to prepare once more 
for war against the empire is oot to 
ba desired,. whether the price to be 
paid is great or small. The price al- 
ready paid to secure the safety of the 
empire in that quarter of the world is 
too high te make profitable any set- 
tlement that shall be other than final, 
no matter what the terms of the set- 
tlement may be. Considering the 
temper of the enemies of the empire in 
South Africa, and elsewhere, and the 
construction which they have always 
placed upon Britain’s always admitted 
desire for peace, it is more than ques- 
tionable whether it is well even to en- 
ter into negotiations looking to that 
most desirable end. The danger is 
that negotiations may be interpreted 
as currender of Britain’s absolute au- 
thority and unquestioned supremacy, 
nothing sbort of which will ever insure 
peace in South Africa. To make terms 
with. a foe who has shown himself to 
bea so implacable is to admit the 
strength of that foe, and to corresc 
pondingly show weakness on the part 
of the empire. This would not be the 
case under ordinary circumstances; but 
the circumstances are not ordinary. 
Dealings with «a people as determined 
as the Boers have shown themselves ta 
be, must show stili greater determira- 
tion if the settlement is to be conclu- 
sive. It is true that the late South 
African Republic and Orange Free 
State, and the rebel districts of Cape 
Colony and Natal, have euffered ter- 
ribly from the ravages of war, but the 
peapie of those regions and not the 
empire are responsible fcr these condi- 
tions. They deliberately chose war; 
they have already refused terms of 
peace which were ridiculously favor- 
able to them all things considered; and 
the logical conclusion is that they do 
nct want peace excapt at the price of 
the humiliation of their loyalist neigh- 
bors in Cape Colony and Natal, and 
in every colony and dependency of Brit- 
ain throughout the world. After the 
expenditure of blood and treasure that 
has been made by the empire, the only 
termis of peace with the Boers that 
can comport with the dignity of the 
empire and the honor of its loyal citi- 
zens is unconditional surrender. .Whe- 
ther that result is near or far it is 
the only result upon which lasting 
peace can be concluded. The question 
there was not the franchise, or the con- 
trol of the gold or diamonds mines. It 
was whether Britain or Boer should 
be supreme. To stop short of a settle- 
ment of that question after such 
stupendous losses have been incurred 
would be nothing short of madness. 


It may be admitted freely that the 
military prowess of Britain has not so 
far been demonstrated in this war as 
its friends would wish. But the con- 
ditions being as they were it was well 
that they were unmistakably proven 
by the eastern logic of facts. Britain 
hals had a rude but much needed awak- 
ening on military matters. To that 
extent the Boers have been friends 
rather than enemies in that they have 
shown the need of change and improve- 
ment. So long as the Boers have offi- 
cers and men who are able to outgen- 
eral the officers and men of Britain, 
so long it is better that the war 
should continue so that sometime—af- 
ter such loss of life and treasure may 
be—the empire shall have secured an 
army, and adopted a system, by which 
the army will be as superior to the 
Boers as it has hitherto been shown 
to be inferior in what makes for suc- 
cess in modern warfare.

On Thursdzy Honorable Mr. Blair 
presented his estimates for the Inter- 
colonial railway making a very full 
statement of his general policy in its 
management. There has been a gen- 
eral feeling of disappointment at the 
last year’s showing of the Intercolon- 
jal expenses having been about half a 
million dollars Over receipts. The 
minister’s presentation of his case was 
full and vigorous. The deficit was ac- 
counted for by an increase of a dollar 
per ton in the cost of coal owing to 
strike amounting to $280,000, and in 
increase ia rate of wages and of staff 
amoanting to $120,000. The unusual 
outlay of last year amounted to $700,- 
000 yet the deficit was only $480,000. 
He looked for a small surplus at the 
end of the current fiscal year and in 
support of that view showed that for 
eight months of 1901 the deficit had 
been $657,000, while for the correspond- 
ing eight months now ending, the de- 
ficit was only $136,000. This he hop- 
ed to wipe out before the end of June. 
He admitted having spent large sums 
in permanent improvements ou the In- 
tercolonia! vut claimed in justification 
that when he took hold of the road it 
had run down in rolling stock and road 
bed so that it was in poor second class 
condition. He had put on new and up 
to-date rolling stock and this had reud- 
ered necessary improvements of the 
rails and roadbed. He had extended 
the line to Montreal and had put it in 
business as a first class railway com- 
peting for the traffic of the continent 
and carrying *"ade to Canada’s ocean 
ports. This had cost money but he felt 
that it was ihe only course Lo pursue. 
He had no apology to offer for having 
taken that course and intimated a pos- 
sible extension of the railroad to the 
Georgian Bay so that it might com- 
te directly for the grain trade of 
oth the Canadian and United States 
West. Haggart, ex-Minister of Rail- 
ways, followed and criticized the vast 
expenditures, methods of bookkeeping, 
and general policy. He made a care- 
ful and effective criticism. He placed 
himself directly in opposition ‘to the 
minister’s policy of making the road 
a competing through line. He did not 
consider that the heaping up of ex- 
penditures upon a road which could 
never compete on advantageous terms 
was sound policy. The estimates for 
the Intercelonial occupied the whole of 
Thursday and Friday’s sessions.

PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, April 24, 702. 
Bulletin Correspondence. 

It is a peculiar characteristic of the 
House of Commons—although Pot pe- 
culiar to thet body—that it is not the 
ordinary business of parliament which 
excites the greatest interest of its 
members. During the past few days 
fome very important legislation has 
been introduced, passed through iis 
various stages, and finally enacted 
without apparently arousing a parti- 
cle of interest. But om Wedmesday a 
notion by Charlton io advise the Im- 

rial government as to the proper 
Secesie ot its peace negotiations with the 
Boers brought on a warm discussion 
in a full House with crowded galler- 
ies. The point of Mr. Charlton’s mo- 
tion was that the interests of peace 
in South Africae required a policy of 
the broadest magnanimity oi the Brit- 
ishi towards the Boers. Standing by 
itself the terms of the motion scarcely 
expcessed its full meaning. That was 
conveyed much mere fully in his first 
notice which was reproduced in the 
morning paper. This called for am- 
nesty to the Boers of Cape Colony and 
Natal as well as oi the Free State and 
Transvaal, Apparently Mr. Charlton 
had reconsidered the terms of his mo- 
tion and redrafted ss age rg ool but 
his speech made it clear that his pur- 
pose was the same. Mr. Charlton used 
the course of the United States govern- 
ment towards the defeated coniederacy 
in the civil war in that country as “2 
basis of his argument ior magnanimity 
by the British in South Africa. — It 
would have been more in order if he 
had taken up a modern instance and 
based his comparison on the attitude 
of the United States military author- 
ities towards the Filipinos in the war 
now. in progress, which however justi- 
fiable cannot be considered as a_shin- 
ing example of either magnanimity or 
mercy. That did not trouble Mr. 
Charlton, however, who worked off a 
fairly long speech that could only be 
construed as an insinuation against 
the right feeling of Britain and a de- 
sire that those who had attempted to 
break down the prestige of the empire 
should be saved from the proper con- 
sequence of their course, the result to 
be that neither would they nor others 
be deterred from like efforts in the 
future. The resolution was seconded 
by Mr. Bourassa, in his usual style and 
on his usual lines of argument. The 
premier agreed to the terms of the 
resolution so far as it advised the set- 
tlement of the war in South Africa, on 
the basis of British supremacy and 
generous treatment to the vanquish- 
ed, but he did not think any resolu- 
tion necessary. He did not dispute the 
rihgt of parliament to discuss the 
question but he considered the time 
was neither opportune nor judicious. 
The effect of the resolution would be 
rather to encourage 4 prolongation of 
the war taan to make for peace, and 
he suggested that the motion should be 
withdicawn. The mover was willing to 
withdraw but the seconder was uot. 
The discussion was taken part in by 
Messrs. Monk, Sproule, Monet, Hughes, 
Oliver, Kemp and Demers, the latter 
speaking in French. At the conclu. 
gion of his address the motion was re_ 
jected without a division. 

The estimates of the Minister of 
Agriculture were up for consideration 
and the census accounts were the sub- 
ject of discussion during the wnole of 
Wednesday evening. opposition 
made, a strong point of the fact that 
although the population of the country 
had not increased greatly since. the 
previous census, the cost of taking the 
present census was much larger. This 
was explained by the minister on the 
ground that the cost of labor had in- 
creased and that the number of ques- 
tions to be asked by the census enum- 
erators had also been isrgely iacreas- 
ed. ‘This added to the work both of 
taking and) compiling, hence the in- 
creased expense. While the minister 
was being badgered because of his 
heavy census expenditures by eastern 
conservatives, western liberals were 
just as ready to find fault with ‘the 
evident desire on the part of the de- 
partment to unduly save expense. Al- 
though the work had been done neariy 
a year ago many of the accounts re- 
mained only partly paid, awaiting the 
decision of disputes between the enum- 
erators and the department. This con- 
dition of affairs was brought to ihe 
minister’s attention. He s::id that the 
department was demanding vouchers 
for all expenditures and were unable 
to get the accountant to pass the ac- 
counts until the vouchers were pro- 
cured. Oliver pointed out that the 
first instructions sent out did not re- 
quire vouchers and that the subse- 
quent instructions requiring vouchers 
reached the enumerators too late in 
many instances to admit of vouchers 
being procnred, that is, after the work 
had been done. In other cases the loc- 
al circumstances were such that it was 
an absolute impossibility to procure 
vouchers, He urged that some means 
be taken to close ap these accounts at 
the earliest possible date. The minis- 
ter said that while the department in- 
sisted) on voucners wherever possible, 
in cases where it was impossible to prot 
cure them they were arranging to ac- 

a detailed statement verified by 
pffidavit. By this means he hoped to 
be able to close out the accounts satis- 
factorily and at an early date. 

Bills were introduced on Wednesday 
to give the Yukon district a represen. 
tative in the Hou'se of Commons; to in- 
crease the area of the Banff Park from 
two hundred and sixty to four thous- 
and ning hundred square miles. A 
resolution was also adopted to provide 
salaries for two police magistrates in 
the Yukon at four thousand dollars 
a, year each, and eighteen hundred dol- 
lars éach, living expenses; also to pro- 
vide for an additional high court judge 
of the Yukon at a salary of five thous- 
and dollars.

The only 
Muskeg which would be troublesome 
in the summer time will be corduroyed 
by Mr. Jock and his men on the re- 
turn journey. Py the new route ihe 
bad trail over the Athabasca “divide” 
is also missed. Another advantage 
secured is that there is good feed for 
the horses all the way through. 

Mr. Jock hails sown some wheat and 
will also put in a smali crop of barley 
and oats besides general garden stuff, 

The winter was most pleasant. The 
warm chinook winds being frequent, 
the horses were able to feed without 
pawing. <
